Methodl- 
cally he searched among bis 
notes unlll he found details of 
the experiment; Ho repeated It, 
and again the test-tubo became 
covered with gold, . 


Further experiments, based on the 
original lucky discovery, were car 
ried out with glasses, mirrors, ond all 
kinds of china ware. 


HIS GOLD CLOTH

“insist on radio for boats of 1,600 
tons plus, and to let boats of 1,- 
G00 tons minus go to sea with- 
out. 


It is the rule of the sea that 
passengers must be’ saved be- 
fore the crew: a rule honoured 
with ‘heroism by a million’ dead 
sailors. It is a right rule, for 
seamen have by their training a 
better hope of life than a lands- 
man at sea. | 


But shall the sailor at sea, 
therefore be sacrificed to the 
Jandsman on shore?

The short-term policy which Gev- 
ernment is Hkely to adopt—if, indeed, 
It has not already been adopted— 
admittedly provides only part-pro- 
tection against blast and splinter of 
bombs, iess protection against fire; 
and no protection at a}l against direct 
hits. It is not a good policy but, as 
Its description of “short-term” 
implies, it can be executed by our 
surfelt of cheap Jabour almost as soon 
as an emergency arises and ut com-

Tunnels, which we have persis- 
tently advocated, would give 100 per 
cent. protection against all aspects of 
the alr menace. But it is a solution 
involving a long period of work, 
certain technical diMculties, and a 
considerable outlay of money, much 
more, as regards the financial aspect, 
than “this ‘Colony “Is apparently will> 
ing to expend. 

One thing, we believe, is certain. 
The absolute confidence of a civillan 
population of the type predominant 
in Hongkong $s ‘vital to the success- 
ful outcome: of any resistance to 
aggression such os this Calony one 
day may face, At present, it Is 
perfeelly clear that the “short-term” 
policy which Government [ts appar. 
ently adopting—we do ‘not know yet 
whether jt is to be a temporary or 
permanent policy—is such that con- 
fidence will, in an emergency, be 
Jacking. + 

Part of -the Government's plans 


-}hos been announced at infrequent 


intervals and from these announce- 
ments we can form some idea of 
the policy that {ts contemplated. 
covers, apparently, only two 
vital subjects — mass evacuation 
of a certain section of the 
eclvilian population to unpopulated 
and less dangerous parts of the 
Colony (Le. the New Territories), 
and the provision of trenches. 
Activities in the direction of enrolling 
Alr Raid Wardens, Volunteer Fire 
Fighters, etc., whilst important in 
ihemselves, do not come under the 
category of air raid shelter provision. 

No attempt is being made to compet 
architects to make provision for 
ARP, in plans for the many new 
buildings in course of erection, this 
being. Ieft to the discretion of the 
owner of the property. Nothing is 
being done to compel owners of fac- 
tories to make provision for their 
staffs olthough, to the credit of many 
Hongkone firms, the ‘work is being 
voluntarily -undertaken.

Joseph Kelly, 30, general Jubourer 
appeared on remand on a charge of 
stealing site and progress plans of 
the factory. 

Mr, G, Paling, for the Director of 
Public Prosecutions, sald that Kelly 
was employed = in constructional 
work. at the factory, but was in fine

that he conceived nemethod of ausf- 
menting his {ncome, 

“That method,” said the prosecu- 
tor, “was to sell ‘secrets of the 
ordnance fnetory to a foreign Power, 
There Is evidence to show that in 
order to carry out his purpose he, 
with the help and assistance ‘of the 
German Consul at Liverpool, placed 
himself in communication with the 
German Sceret Service for the pur- 
pose of selling all information which 
he could and byt any means he had 
in his power,

infarmution to Germany. 

“He went to Liverpool and there 
interviewed the German Consul.”

Kelly returned .to Manchester on 
March 20 and the same day was 
stopped by pollce officers at Bolton 
Station’ and at his arrival at the 
police office Kelly spat: a pleco’ of 
paper onto the pavement, Paling 
sald on that paper was a code given 
Kelly while In Germany.:

WHAT.SOME PLAYERS THINK 


. Many players think that they have 
broken the rule whenever they are 
hit by the ball, whatever the: clre 
cumstances and whatever the result. 
So they stop and wait for the whistle 
and often the opponents ‘stop too— 
the result Is that the umpire fccls 
bound to blow to avoid misunder- 
standing, although he would not 
have done so If playera had carricd 
on, In the case just mentioned, the 
player has not broken the rule, He 
definitely tried to play the ball and 
he did not knock it on, But the 
rule gocs further than this and even 
{f he had missed the ball altogether 
and it had hit his leg he would still 
not necessarily have broken the rule. 
In short, it Js no offence to be hit by 
the ball and unless the umpire is 
quite satisfied that the player intend- 
ed to provide a second line of 
defence, he should’ give the player 


The aituation is quite different 
when a player posts himself in goal 
at a corner. If players realise that 
the rules will be interpreted in this 
way and will play to the whistle 
instead of stopping, I think that they 
will find thelr games more free from 
gtoppages for minor incidents and 
therefore more enjoyable, “These 
few remarks have been made to 
show how this particular rule should

Factory Plans Sold 
To The Reich 


London, Apr. 19. 

A. sensattonal submission by the 
prosecution that a Inbourer employ~ 
ed nt the Royal Ordnance Factory at 
‘Euxton, Lancashire, had sold o high- 
ly confidentlal secret plan of the 
fuctory to the German Sccret Ser- 
vice for £30, was made when the 
hearing of charges under the OMcial 
Secrets Act «continued at Chorley, 
Lancashire, to-day, 

Joseph Kelly, 30, general labourer 
appeared on remand on a charge of 
meating, site and progress plans of 
the factory. 

Mr, G. Paling, for the Director of 
Public Prosecutions, said that Kelly 
was employed in constructional 
work*at the factory, but was In fine 
anclal stralts, There was no doubt 
that he conceived a method of aust 
menting his Income. 

"That method," said the prosecu- 
tor, “was to sell secrets of the 
ordnance factory to a forelgn Power, 
There ts evidence to show: that in 
order to carry out his purpose he, 
with the help ond assistance of. the 
German Consul nt Liverpool, placed 
himself in communication with the 
German Sceret Service for the pur- 
pose of selling all information which 
he could and by nny means he had 

_dn his power. 

“Some time towards the end of last 
year, Kelly apparently decided to 
attempt to carn money by carrying 
information to Germany. 

“Ho went to Liverpool and there 
interviewed the German Consul,” 

Kelly no doubt gave the German 
Consul his native address and 
result of the interview 
a letter, which the prosecutor sald 
he would produce later, 

Mr, Paling added that one of the 
plans was recovered, but the other 
was atill missing. This was a highly 
confidential and secret document 
which could prove of the greatest 
assistance to enemy bombing squa- 
drons, who might desire to bomb the 
Auctory.—Reuter,_.. : 


Visit to  Gtrmany 

The. result of jthe correspondence 
was the arranging of a meeting in 
Germany and moncy for his fare was 
sent by post. Paling, alleged Kelly, 
then broke into the factory and stole 
‘for‘a passport which was subse- 
quently jssucd with a German visa, 
Paling described a man with whom 
Kelly corresponded as a German 
sceret service agent. 

Kelly crossed into | Germany on 
Murch 17, meeting a German agent 
who passed him through the frontier. 
The two of them went to Cologne 
where Kelly received instructions 
and was allegedly pald £30, 

He also told of 1 woman with 
whom he was to correspond and a 
name and address was written on a 
piece of paper found upon Kelly 
when ‘arrested, : 

Kelly returned to Manchester on 
March 20 and the same day was 
stopped by police officers at Bolton 
Station and at his arrival at the 
police office Kelly spat a pleco of 
paper onto the pavement, Paling 
sald on that paper was a code given 
Kelly while in Germany. , 

He sald he had ample evidence, 
some of which would be heard in 
camera, that Kelly stole the plans 
with the Intention of selling them to 
Germany.—Reutey, | :

“NO. INTERFERENCE” LAW 


BENEFITS THE GAME — 


There were two main alterations: in the rules this 


season, namely, the climination of hooking sticks by the 
rule, which riow reads that there shall be no interference 
‘with: on -opponent's ‘stick; “and~secondly,- it became ‘an 
offence to make deliberate use of the foot or any other 
part of the body in stopping the ball. 


In regard to. the “no interference 
Avith sticks rule” .there cannot be 
any ‘doubt that the game has been 


_improved very mucly and the rule 


fs cpproved. by players, spectators 
and wmpires, it ts also understood 
by all and it is very seldom that any 
player forgets ‘it and infringes the 
rule. This means a more pleasant 


game for all conterned, and fewer 


skinned knuckles. 


The sccond alteration has not had 
such satisfactory results so far be 
cause it is more diMcult to under- 
stand, In a nutshell, the object, of 
the rule is to make players rely on 
the stick for stopping the ball and 
tanking a pass, ‘The mon with big 
fect and long legs ts no longer to be 
allowed to stop a ball going round 
him by pushing out a foot, There 
Is no doubt that in these cases the 
rule hag worked quite well and one 
seldom sees a player forgetting that 
he must not stop the ball purposely 
with his person. It, has come 
naturally to young players but a few 
of the veteran backs. still automati- 
cally push out a Ieg now and then, 
but realise at once that they have 
erred. Customs dicd hard and the 
young must forgive them. 


WHEN ACCIDENTALLY HIT 


So far we have only dealt with 
the deliberate’ actlon of a player 
when it is obvious that he had no 
intention of using his stick, and we 
now come to the more diMcult part 
of the rule, Many experienced 
umpires and old players feel that 
the players are suffering many more 
stoppages than are necessary or In- 
tended by the altcration in the rules, 
The notes on this new rule may be 
summarized by ‘saying that if a 
player. is- accidentally ‘hit by the 
ball he has .not committed any 


offence under the new rule, but ‘the 
old kick and knock-on rule is atlil 
in force. What’ then, is the umplre 
to do if, for example, a player takes 
the ball on his stick but it runs up 
en to his: person-and drops straight 
down?) The onswer Is nothing, and 
thig is the sort of incident which 
docs not scem to be understood by 
many players-‘and umpires. : 


WHAT SOME ‘PLAYERS THINK 


‘Many players think that they have} * 


broken the rule whenever they ore 
hit by the ball, whatever the clr- 
cumstances and whatever the result, 
So they stop and wait for the whistle 
and often the opponents stop too— 
the result is that the umpire fecls 
bound to blow to avold misunder- 
standing, although he would ‘not 
have done so if playera had carried 
on. In the case just mentioned, the 
player‘has not broken the rule, He 
definitely tried to play the ball and 
he did not knock it on. But the 
rule goes further than this and even 
if he had missed the ball altogether 
and it had hit his leg he. would still 
not necessarily have broken the rule. 
In short, it Is-no offence to be hit by 
the ball and unless the umpire Js 
quite satisfied that the player intend- 
ed to provide a second line of 
defence, he should give the player 
the benefit of the doubt. ~ 

The situation is quite” different 
when a player posts himself in goal 
at a corner. If players realise that 
the rules will be interpreted in tuls 
way and will play. to the . whistle 
Instead of stopping, I think that they 
will. find their games more free from 
stoppages for minor . incidents and 
therefore more enjoyable, These 
few remarks have been made to 
show how thls particular rule should 
be interpreted. ;

It may be taken for granted that 
the Government’s air raid shelter 
plans for the civilian population of 
the Colony are fundamentally an issue 
‘of Time versus Security, with the 
dismal fore-knowledge that whatever 
plans ore ultimately put Into effcct, 
financial consHierations must play a 
prominent part. 

The short-term policy which Gov- 
ernment js likely to adopt—if, indeed, 
It has not already been adopted— 
admittedly provides only part-pro- 
tection ngainst blast and splinter of 
bombs, less protection against fire, 
and no protection at all against direct 
hits. It Is not a good policy but, as 
its deseription of “short-term” 
Implies, it can ‘be executed by our 
surfeit of cheap labour almost as soon 
as an emergency arises and at com- 
paratively little cost. Zi 

Tunnels, which we have persis- 
tently advocated, would give 100 per 
cent. protection against all aspects of 
the alr menace, But it js a solution. 


Sa Involving “a” long period” of “work, 


certain technical difficulties, and ao 
considcrable outlay of money, much 
more, as regards the financial aspect, 
than this Colony is apparently will- 
ing to expend. ‘ 

One thing, we believe, is certain. 
The absolute confidence of a civilian 
population of the type predominant 
in Hongkong is vital to the success- 
ful outcome of any resistance to 
aggression such as this Colony one 
day may face, At present, it Is 
perfectly clear that the “short-term” 
policy which Government is appar- 
ently adopting—we do not know yet 
whether jt is to be a temporary or 
permanent policy—js such that con- 
fidence will, in “an emergency, ‘be 
lacking, 

- Part of the Government's plans 
has been announced at infrequent 
intervals and from these announce- 
ments we can form some idea of 
the policy that is contemplated. 
It covers, apparently, only two

MPROVES AS THE 
)F RULE ALTERA 


“NO. INTERFERENCE” LAW 
| BENEFITS THE GAME. 


‘There were two main alterations: in the rules this 
season, namcly, the climination of -hooking sticks by the 
rule which now reads that'there shall be no interference 
with an opponent's stick; and secondly, it became an 
offence to make deliberate use of the foot or any other 


part of the body in stopping the ball... 20 0 


In regard to the “no Interference 
there cannot bo 
any doubt that the game has been 
improved ‘very. much ‘and the rule 
4s approved by players, spectators 
and umpires,. It js also understood 
Dy-all and It is very seldom that any 
player: forgets it and infringes the 
rule. This means o more pleasant 
ame for all concerned, nnd fewer 
skinned knuckles.. oe 


Tho second altcration has not had 
such sutisfactory results. so far be- 
cause ft ls more diMftcult to under- 
stand, In’ a nutshell, the object of 
the rule is to make players rely on 
the stick for stopping the ball and 
taking @ pass. The man with big 
‘feet and long legs is no Ionger to be 
‘alowed to stop o ball going, round 
him by pushing out o foot. There 
4s no doubt that in these cases fhe 
tule hag. worked quite well and ohe 
seldont sees @ player forgetting‘ that 
‘he. must: not stop the ball purposely 
with his person, -It;,has . come 
naturally to young players but a few 
of the veteran backs stilt automati- 
cally push out a Icg now ond then, 
but realise at once that’ they have 
erred. Customs died hard and the 
young must forgive them. 


WHEN ACCIDENTALLY HIT 


So far we have’ only dealt with 
the deliberate’ action of a player 
when ‘it js obvious that he had no 
intention of using his stlck, and we 
now come to the more dificult part 
of the -rule, Many experienced 
umpires and old ployers fect that 
the players are suffering many more 
stoppages than are necess or in- 


"} tended by the alteration in the rules. 


‘The notes on this new rule may be 
summarized by saying that if a 
player. 1s accidentally hit by . the 
ball he has ‘not committed any 


offence under the new rule, but the 
old kick and knock-on rule 1s still 
in foree. What then, fs the umpire 
to do if, for example, a player takes 
the ball on his stick but it runs up 
on to his person ond drops straight 
down? The answer is nothing, and 


‘this Is the sort of incident which 


docs not seem to be understood by 
many players and umpires. : 


WHAT SOME PLAYERS THINK 


’ Many players think, that they have 
broken the rule whenever they are 
hit by the ball, whateversthe clr- 
cumstances and whatever the result. 
So they stop and walt for the whistle 
‘and often the opponents stop too— 
the result js that.the umplre feels 
bound to blow to avold misunder- 
standing, although he would not 
have done so If players had carricd 
on. In the case just mentloned, the 
player has not broken the rule, He 
definitely tried to play the ball and 
he did not Imock it on. But the 
tule gocs further’ than this and even 
if he had missed the ball allogether 
ond it had hit his Jeg he would still 
not necessarily have broken the rule. 
In short,.Jt is no offence to be hit by 
the ball and unless the umpire is 
quite satisfied that the player intend-

DELPHINUS : 
TURNED BACK 


Exceptionally bad weather on the 
route between’ Bangkok an 
Hongkong forced the Imperial Atr- 
ways plane Delphinus to turn back 
to Fort Bayard this afternoon whilst 
en route to Kal Tak Airport. ‘ 

It is belleved that the Delphinus 
has now landed at Fort Bayard. If 
weather conditions improve she will 
come on to Hongkong to-morrow. 
Tho Delphinus was'to havo brought 

passengers and mail which 
originally [eft Bangkok in the 
Dorado, but which were held up at
